Sail of Ships immediately from England on 
that Work. 

I have told them of the Improvement of 
their Salt, and I am now contracting tor 
Engliſh Merchants, for Scots Salt, to the 
Value of above 100001, per Annum. 

I have told them of Linen Manu:atufres, 
and 1 have now above 1co ppor Families at 
Work, by my Procuring and Direction, for 
the making ſuch Sorcs of Linen, and in 
ſuch Manner as never was made here before, 
and as no Perſon in the Trade will believe, 
could be made here, till they ſee it. 

This has been my Employment in Scot- 
land, and this my Endeavour to do that 
Nation Service, and convince them by the 
Pratt ice, that what I have ſaid of the Uni- 
on, has more Weight in it, than ſome have 
endeavour'd to perſwade them. 

Thoſe, that have charg'd me with Miſ- 
ſions and Commiſhons, from neither they 
nor 1 know who, - ſhall - bluſh at their 
Raſhneſs, and be aſham'd for retie&Qing on a 
Maa, come hither on purpoſe to de them 
Good. 

Have I had a hand in the Uai on.

1 hare been long arguing againſt new and 
exoark Ways of ordering our ManufaQures ; 
I have prov'd, to tranſplant our Trade or 
break into its Circumftaaces, is to tran(- 
plant add remove our People, ruin and re- 
build Towns, Sc. Let us now examine a 
little the-Conſequence of that, 

This removing of People is attended with 
mauy Inconveniencies, which are not cally 
perceir'dy as 

1. The immediate Fall of the Value of all 
Lands in thoſe C ountries, where the Manu- 
fatures we re before ; for agthe Numbers of 
people by the Coniumption of Proviſions, 
muft--wherever they encreaſe, make Rents 
riſe and Lands valuable; ſo thoſe People 
removing, tho the Proviſions would, if pul- 
fible, follow'them, yet the Price of the.n 
muſt fall by all that Charge they are at for 
Carriage, and conſequently Lands muſt fall 
in Proportion. * 

2. This Tranſplanting of Families, in 
Time would produce great and new Alte- 
rations in the C out, es they remor'd to, 
which as they would be tv fit of ſqme 
Plates, would be to the Detrĩment of othErs, 
and can by no means be jyſt auy more than 
ia convenient; for 80 ie Government 
iſtud ies to put any Branch e heit Country 
to ay particulad Diſvavsatages, tho#ir 
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Damp toCorreſpondence, which all will allow 
to be a great Motive to Trade in general. 
2. It will fill us with varjous Sorts and 
Kiads of ManufaQures, by s hich our tated 
Sores of Goods will in Time dwindle away 
in Reputation, aud Foreigners not know 
them one from another. Our ſeveral] Ma- 
nutactures are known by their reſpettive 
Names; and pur Serges, Bays and other 
Goods are bought abroad by the Character 
and Reputation of the Places where they 
are made; when there ſhall come new and 
vnheard of. Kinds to Market, ſome better, 
ſome worſe, as to be (ure new Undertakers 
wiil vary in Kinds, the Digaity and Repu- 
tation of the Engliſh Goods abroad will be 
loft, and ſo many Cenfulions ia Trade will 
follow, as are too many to recount. 

3. Either our Pariſh Stock muſt ſell by 
Wholeſale or by Retail, or both; if the 
firſt, tis doubted they will make ſorry 
Work of. it, 2nd having other Buũneſi of 
their own, make but poor Merchants; if by 
Retail, then they tura Pedlars, will be a 
pablick Nuſance to Trade, and at laſt ruin 
it.

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When 1 ſay, we could not employ more 
People in England, I do not mean, that we 
cannot do our Work with thoſe we baye, but 
I mean thus, 

Firft, it ſhould be more People brought 
over from foreign Parts. I do not mean, 
that thoſe we bave, ſhould be caken from all 
common Employments, and put to our Ma- 
gufacture, we may unequally diſpoſe of our 
Hands, and ſo have too many for ſome 
Works, and too few for others; and tis 
plain, that in ſome Parts of EZxglend it is ſo: 

What elſe can be the Reaſon, why in our 
Sourbern Parts of England, Kent in particu- 
lar, borrows 20000 People of other Coun- 
tries to get in her Harveft. | 

But it more Forreigners came among us, 
if it were 2 Millions, it could do us no 
Harm ; becauſe they would confume our 
Proviſions, and we have Land enough to 
produce much more than we do, and they 
would conſume our Maauſactures, and we 
have Wool enough for any Quantity. 

I think therefore, with Submiſkon, to 
eret Manuſactures in every Town, to tranſ- 
poſe the Manufactures into private Pariſhes 
and Corporations, to parcel out out Trade 
to every Door, it muft be ruinous to the 
Manufaftures themſelves, will turn thou- 
fands of Families out of their Employments, 
and take the Bread out of the Mouths of di- 
gent and induftrious Families, to feed Va- 
grams, Thieves and Beggars, who ought 
much rather to be compell'd by legal Me- 
thods, to ſeek that Work, which it is plain,
